According to J. W. Smith's story 
of the accident, he was driving 
south on the gravelled highway Into 
Bassano. At the T. H. Hunter farm 
he saw a car approaching the high- 
way from the east. Mr. Smith began 
to slow down as he saw the other 
car was going to come on the high- 
way. The other car reached the 
highway and stopped, blocking the 
road and, according to Mr. Smith, he 
was unabie to pass it and was forced 
into the ditch. By this time Smith 
was travelling at a slow rate of 
speed which accounted for the occu- 
pants escape of Injury when their 
ear rolled over.

Babies cry. because crying is one 
of the few ways they have of express- 
ing their feelings, or of securing the 
attention they need. Just how often 
or for ‘how long a baby will ery will 
depend upon a number of things. 

The new-born baby sleeps most of 
the time, waking only to be fed and 
then going off to sleep again. As the 
child grows older, be sleeps less, and 
if he is going to sleep throughout 
the night, then he must be traired, 
from birth, in regular habits of feed- 
ing, sleeping, elimination and bath- 
ing. It-is much more simple to es- 
tablish the .proper habits from the 
first than to have to correct bad thab- 
its later on. 

The baby 


will not sleep regularly 


unless he has other daily habits 
which are also regular. ‘‘Feed by the 
clock"’ is good advice which might 


be extended to bed-time, 
elimination. It is 
child's 


bathing and 
helpful to the 


development to have’ these 


a great 
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habits established early so’that they 
become-second nature to him, requir- 
ing no attertion, and leaving. him 
free to develop other activities. 

The baby who is upset when feed- 
ing timé comes is apt to swallow 
deal of air with his food; 
this may mean that he will not se 
cure sufficient food, and the’ result 
is a restless sleep after such a feed- 


ing. Holding the child over the 
shoulder and gently patting the back 
hélps to expel the air from the 
stomach. 

Keeping him warm enough, but 
not too warm, and turning him 80 


as to give him a change of position, 
encourage sound sleep. The baby 
has not the same ability as the aduit 


to adjust the body temperature, 
hence the importance of providing 
him with just the right amount of 


clothing and covers, depending upon 
the temperature. The baby who is
